Tbe  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  beer 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  thou,-,  h  the  pressure  in 
highest  parts  of  the  district  might  with  advents :  e  be  higher,  and  s 
of  the-  mains  will  require  replacing  owing  to  their  long  service  at 
opportune  time.  The  bulk  of  the  area  receives  its  supply  from  the 
Marsh  G-hyll  Reservoirs,  situated  on  the  Wharf ed  .It  Moors,  a  soft  we. 
of  great  purity0  At  their  source  the  water  is  chlorinated  and  tre 
with  silicates,  daily  readings  of  the  p.h.  value  are  taken  daily  bo 
from  the  source  and  from  taps  in  the  town,  bacteriological  and  chem 
examinations  are  obtained  monthly.  The  west  end  of  the  area  is  su 
lied  from  a  borehole  at  Mens  ton,  a  hard  water  of  satisfactory  purit. 
The  East  Che v in  is  supplied  from  Dados  Well,  ant  the  bacteriologies' 
examinations  have  been  satisfactory  in  the  main,  action  has  been  ta 
to  avoid  contamination.  All  houses  have  a  direct  supply. 


There  have  been  no  important  dev elopements  during  the  year. 
Owning  t  j  the  sewerage  from  two  Military  Camps,  the  sewerage  workq  a 
-■  loaded  to  full  capacity^  and  in  the  future  it  will  be  necessary  for 
some  extension  and  dev elopement . 

HOUS  HTG. 

Schemes  have  been  prepared  for  the  construction  of  56  houses  c 
the  Kineholm  Estate,  and  also  for  12  bungalows  for  the  aged  man  and 
wife,  on  the. Lea  Croft  Estate, 

Apart  from  a  wide-spread  epedemic  of  measles  which  was  of  a  mn 
type  without  a  single  fatal  case,  therehas  been  no  increase  in  tbe 
incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases,  The  I  eath-Rate  conti 
at  a  low  level.  There  was  only  one  case  of  diphtheria  notified  du 
the  year.  Over  60 fo  of  school-children  have  been  immunised  and  mor 
than  50' A  of  babies  at  1  year  of  age.  The  advantages  of  immunisat: 
have  been  publicised  by  the  display  of  films  end  placards,  Three 
houses  have  been  disinfested  by  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide  method.
